2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claim of the present invention discloses process for recycling multi- 
compartment detergent pouch where the pouch contains more than one detergent or 
auxiliaries and enveloping is made from water-soluble material. The process comprises 
steps dissolving the enveloping to form slurry and then solidifying the slurry. 

Search conducted by the examiner of record is consistent with the search results 
from European Patent Office. The examiner was not able to find prior art applicable 
against present claims.
